The common re- 
ceived opinion is, that the little animais 
shortly after birth, are somehow conveyed 
by the exertions of the ‘parent, into the 
pouch, where they remain attached to the 
teat until they have acguiied  suflicient 
Strength to go in or out at pleasure. 

About tire, gow 1894, Mons. De Baow 
vois,* in conjunction with C. W. Peale, in 
Philadelphia, procured a number of Opos- 
suins, for the purpose of ascertaining the 
exact size of the young, when they crept, 
as was supposed, Into the pouch of the 
mother. In the majority of instances, the 
yoong were so large as to go in and out at 
will, but at lengih a female Opossum was 
obtained with a pouch so slightly developed 
that it was only discoverable by the closest 
examination. They were greatly astonish- 
ed to perceive adhering te the teats within 
the pouch several embryo Opossums not 
more than three fourths of an inch long. 
Onevof these was seperated gently and with- 
out injury, and immediately afterwards care- 
fully reapplied to the teat; but no effort 
coulu re-attach it, none of them at this pe- 
riod having any appearance of life. In 
eight or ten days frem the examination, 
when they mainfested signs of strenght and 
motion, they might be separated and would 
again apply themselyes. As soon as they 
vecame able to walk, they would pass in 
and out of the pouch of their own accord. 

_ Inthe year 1815, while proprietor of the 
Baltimore Museum, I received an Opossum 
having nine young ones, large. i:han mice ; 
which were carefully kept until the young 
ones grew to be as large as rats, and no lon- 
ger sought refuge in the maternal pouch. 
Being desirous of preserving the animal with 
some of the young ones peeping out of the 
pouch they were immediately killed. In skin- 
ning the old one we discovered that the pouch 
and teats were separated from the animal,and 
in a day or two would have dropped off, 
leaving the female Opossum as they are of- 
ten observed, without a vestige of the pouch 
or false belly. From these facts we are un- 
avoidably led to conclude, that the young do 
not of themselves at first enter the pouch, 
nor are they introduced subsequent to birth 
by the parent—but they grow with the 
growth of the pouch which is at least capa- 
ble of containing nine or ten young ones as 
large as rats, and that the pouch is forined 
and thrown off, with every litter of young.

Their characters will fol- 
low them into a caucus, either for the 
purpose of a bull dance, or for nominating 
a President.

Report of the Committe on Military Affairs, of 
the House of Representatives, on the resclutiou 
instructing it to ingnire into the expediency of 
of isseing ammuato: te Captain Alden Par- 
tridge, for the instruction of his pupils in prac- 
tical gnnnery. 

The Committee on Military Affairs, to 
whom was referred a resolution , instructing 
it to inquire into the expediency of au- 
thorizing the Secretary of War to permit 
the issue of ammunition to!Captain Aldea 
Partridge, Superintendant of the American 
Literary, Scientific, and Military Academy, 
for the improvement of the pupils of the 
said Academy in practical guonery,” beg 
leave to report : ; 

That, in the consideration of this subject, 
they have felt that it was their duty to dis- 
cuss the policy inseparably connected with 
the resolution ; nor have they been unmind- 
ful of the necessity of instituting a proper 
inquiry into the merits of the Seminary, tor 
which the proposed bounty is intended. 

Your committee would deem it altogether 
superfluous, that they sould at this moment 
enforce, by any argument of theirs, the util- 
ity of encouraging the diffusal of useful 
knowledge, or that they should insist on a 
& position so indisputably true, that a gov- 
ernment cannot employ its energies more 
beneficially, or act under a higher moral 
sanction, than by advancing the prosperity 
of institutions of learning. But the prop- 
osition submitted for their consideration, af- 
fects the country in one of its most interest- 
ing relations—its defence ; and as such, it 
forms one of its most important objects of 
our notice and regard. If it be admitted, 
that the existenee and dissemination of the 
knowledge of the military science, is perhaps
